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A RAT IN " TEARS.” 
(From the Baltimore American.] 


In a small two story frame house on Cross 
street, near Johnson, there lives a man named 
James Reedy, a professional rat-catcher, and 
the only one in the city. 
Mr. Reedy is a 
bright-looking Englishman, about forty-five 
years of age. and he has pursued bis present 
calling for twenty-eight years—the last Dine 
year* being spent in this city, where lie say* 
lie has met with great success in his business. 
On being questioned as to the manner in 
which he destroyed rats, he stated some very 
curious facts. 
After showing the reporter a 
varied collection of English birds, noticeable 
among which was a tame jackdaw, who kept 
up an incessant croaking during the whole 
interview, as if anxious to relate some very 
interesting story, Mr. Reedy stepped into the 
large yard that surrounds the dwelling, for 
the purpose of exhibiting his principal auxilia­ 
ries in the annihilation of rats, namely, the 
ferrets. 
These animals are from twelve to 
fifteen inches in length, with bright, spaikling 
eye*, with a slender boily that can pass whom­ 
ever a rat can. 
Their bodies are covered with 
dark fur, in color nearly approaching a brin­ 
dle. 
They a re perfectly docile, but their quick, 
wiry movement reminds one very much of the 
common American weasel. 
Mr. Reedy has 
twelve ferrets, all of which he has imported 
from England at a cost of S’25 to $30, accord­ 
ing to tneir training. 
The oldest and best 
cost $.'>0, and was bought on the Epsom 
Downs, last summer, by Mr. Reedy. 
This for 
ret Is the only one thai will obey the call of 
Its owner, the others not being pro]>erly 
trained. 
It (ukes six months or over to train 
young ferret so it can be used in the busi­ 
ness. 
The ferrets are kept in close, warm 
hutches, and fed twice each day with raw 
meat and milk, except when their ow ner in­ 
tends using them, then they arc not a. lo wed 
ood for twelve hours before they are put to 
•ork hunting rats. 
After leaving Hie ferret- 
hutches and examining a coop containing a 
number of beautiful Albino rats, with fur as 
bite us snow, bright pink eyes, we arrived 
at a long row of dog-keonels, the inhabitants 
of which all rushed out to the full length of 
their chains, and greeted us.with a perfectly 
deafening chorus of howls, there 'icing seven­ 
teen of those animals in and about the ken­ 
nels. 
With the exception of a fine pair of sur- 
-looKing Im 11-terriers, the whole collection 
consisted of Scotch and English black and 
tau terriers. 
These dogs are ult fed three 
times a day, and have comfortable bedding 
placed in their kennels every evening. 
Mr. 
Reedy says that w hen he receives an order 
from tome one to lid their places of rat*, he 
charges from 85 to SIO, according to the mag­ 
nitude of the undertaking, and then binds 
himself to not only make the place perfect^ 
rat-proof, hut also to keep it in that condition 
for one year. 
Ile then takes two of Ids (teat 
black-and-tan terriers, and an old sky® terrier 
named “ Blop.” 
‘•M op's* personal appear­ 
ance is most miserable, os. in addition to lie* 
j big minus one eye and the larger part of Ids 
caudal appendage, his whole head and body 
Is covered with hundreds of scars and wound*, 
received in battle with the fierce rodents that 
lie lakes such a delight iii slaying. 
Yet, not­ 
withstanding “ B lip's” wretched personal ap­ 
parance, Ids remaining eye sparkles with 
rim, bis head is cocked knowingly on one 
side, and his diminutive remnant of a tail vi­ 
brates with joy whenever the magic word 
r a t " is mentioned. 
With those three dogs, 
six ferrets, and a boy armed with a long piece 
of fine fisidiig-uet. Reedy repairs to the ver­ 
min-afflicted house. 
The principal holes are 
find stop]ted up with brick and tin; only two 
being left o p t); into one of th»*so tie ferrets 
are put, and lliey at once begin their search. 
Reeds then loaves the boy and two dogs lo 
watch the boles, while himself and “Blop" ex­ 
plore every room in the building. 
On enter­ 
ing a room, “Mop” smells carefully over the 
floor, and around Hie wainscoting, aud if 
there are no rats there, the room is left, and 
man aud dog pass on to another; Im! if there 
should be rats secreted between the floors or 
iii the walls, “ M op’’ makes their presence 
know n by w hining and shaking his dilapida­ 
ted tail iii a fearfully agitated maimer. Reedy 
immediately knocks on the floor aud gives a 
p cu liar whistle, and a ferret is then* iii a mo­ 
ment, and the rat has decamped almost as 
soon. 
They are In tins way driven from one 
room to another, and finally come out of the 
hole left open, and Incoming entangled iii the 
meshes of Hie net that has been placed across 
the middle of the room, they are speedily 
killed by the lioy and dogs. 
The ferrets are 
then taken out and fed, while the old holes 
are covered securely with tin. 
Reedy claims 
that although there may lie doyens of rat­ 
holes in a house, there is always one hole the 
rats use in going out 
r water, and this hole 
is alway* the one before which the net is 
placed. Ho abo stales that there are never as 
many rats in a house as p o p lc suppose, ami 
that it is very seldom lie finds more than 
twenty-five iii one dwelling. 
Alter making 
his first visit and killing all the rats,he returns 
once every month und examines the premises, 
in case others may have settled during his ab­ 
sence. 
He states that no rat can hide from a 
ferret, und (hat ut the approach of that ani­ 
mal they will immediately hunt other quarters. 
Several weeks ago he visited a house on Mad­ 
ison avenue, aud while at Wjrft the ferret 
stalled u large rat,which ran the whole length 
of the heme, between the floors, and on com­ 
ing out of an open hole it got fast, and could uot 
escap , aud that he watched its fruitless efforts 
to get through the hole in which if was caught, 
and finally, when the ferret came dashing 
along in Its pursuit, and the rat realizer! the 
boptess condition, Reedy asserts that several 
large tears started out of the rat's eyes, and 
ran down over its cheeks I 
This story Is 
corroborated by the boy who accompanied 
him on his rat-catching expeditions, ami vou­ 
ches for the rat tears. 
Mr. Reedy states that 
lie finds abundance of work iu his line, IkKIi 
In the city and iii the country, where be does 
great service by ridding the farmers’ barns and 
grain sheds of vermin. 
Ile also removes ruts 
from sh ip and oilier ’vessels, bul he states 
that in the latter case the rats will take refuge 
in the bilgewater iii the hold, aud the ferrets 
having an aversion to water, cannot Im1 made 
to follow them, and iu consequence of this 
fact, it Is rallier uphill work. 
He is, howev­ 
er, at work on a new patent trap, which he 
thinks will be superior to anything of the 
kind heretofore invented, ami, when this is 
completed, he h o p s to be able to cleanse a 
ship of its vermin in a night, aud with this 
trap, and his strong reinforcemrut of ferrets 
and dogs, Ida power over rats will lie fully as 
great as the fabled 1 ‘ Pied Rqier of Hamlin."

Rat. and Rat^atchlng. 


a bat in “ tea rs.” 


[From the Baltimore American.] 
In a small two story frame house on Cross 
street, near Johnson, there lives a man named 
James Reedy, a professional rat-catcher, and 
the only one in the city. 
Mr. Reedy is a 
bright-looking Englishman, about forty-five 
years of age, and he has pursued his present 
calling for twenty-eight years—the last nine 
years being spent in this city, where he says 
he has met with great success In Ids business. 
On being questioned as to the manner in 
which he destroyed rats, he stated some very 
curious facts. 
After showing the reporter a 
varied collection of English birds, noticeable 
among which was a tame jackdaw, who kept 
up an incessant croaking during the whole 
interview, as if anxious to relate some very 
interesting story, Mr. Reedy stepped into the 
large yard that surrounds the dwelling, for 
the purpose of exhibiting bis principal auxilia­ 
ries in the annihilation of rats, namely, the 
ferrets. 
These animals are from twelve to 
fifteen inches in length, with bright, sparkling 
eye», with a slender body that can pass where- 
ever a rat can. 
Their bodies are covered with 
dark fur, in color nearly approaching a briu- 
dle. 
They arepcrfcctly docile, but their quick, 
wiry movement reminds one very much of the 
common American weasel. 
Mr. Reedy lias 
twelve ferrets, all of which he has imported 
trom England at a cost of #25 to $50, accord­ 
ing to tneir training. 
The oldest and best 
cost !?50, and was bought on the Epsom 
Dowus, last summer, by Mr. Reedy. 
This fer­ 
ret is the only one that will obey the call of 
its owner, the others not being properly 
trained. 
It takes six months or over to train 
a young ferret so it can be used in the busi­ 
ness. 
The ferrets are kept in close, warm 
hutches, and fed twice each day with raw 
meat and milk, except when their ow ner in­ 
tends using them, then they arc not a.lowed 
ood for twelve hours before they are put to 
work hunting rats. 
After leaving the ferret - 
hutches and examining a coop containing a 
number of beautiful Albino rats, with fur as 
white as stiow, bright pink eyes, we arrived 
at a long row of dog-kennels, the inhabitants 
of which all rushed out to the full length of 
their chains, and greeted us.wilh a perfectly 
deafening chorus of howls, there being seven­ 
teen of those animals in and about the ken­ 
nels. 
With the exception of a tine pair of sur- 
ly-looking imll-terriers, the whole collection 
consisted of Scotch and English black and 
tan terriers. 
These dogs are all fed three 
times a day, and have comfortable bedding 
placed in their kennels every evening. 
Mr. 
Reedy says that when he receives an order 
from some one to rid their places of rats, he 
charges from $5 toSlO, according to the mag­ 
nitude of the undertaking, and then binds 
himself to not only make the place perfectly 
rat-proof, but also to keep it in that condition 
for one year. 
He then takes two of his best 
black-and-tau terriers, and an old skye terrier 
named “ Blop.” 
“ Blop’s ” personal appear­ 
ance is most miserable, as, in addition to be­ 
ing minus one eye and the larger part of his 
caudal appendage, his whole head and body 
is covered with hundreds of scars and wounds, 
received iu battle with the fierce rodents that 
lie takes such a delight in slaying. 
Yet, not­ 
withstanding “ Blep’s ” wretched personal ap­ 
pearance, his remaining eye sparkles with 
vim, bis head is cocked knowingly on one 
side, and his diminutive remnant of a tail vi­ 
brates with joy whenever the magic word 
rat ” is mentioned. 
With those three dogs, 
six ferrets, and a boy armed with a long piece 
of fine fishing-net, Reedy repairs to the ver­ 
min-afflicted house. 
The principal holes are 
first stopped up with brick and tin; only two 
being left open; into one of these tie ferrets 
are put, and they at once begin their search. 
Reeds then leaves the boy and two dogs to 
watch the holes, while himself and “Blop” ex­ 
plore every room in the building. 
On enter­ 
ing a room, “Blop” smells carefully over the 
floor, and around the wainscoting, and if 
there are no rats there, the room ¡3 left, and 
man and dog pass on to another; but if there 
should be rats secreted between the floors or 
in the walls, “ Blop” makes their presence 
known by whining and shaking ids dilapida­ 
ted tail in a fearfully agitated manner. Reedy 
immediately knocks on the floor and gives a 
peculiar whistle, and a ferret is there in a mo­ 
ment, and the rat lias decamped almost as 
soon. 
They are in this way driven from one 
room to another, and finally come out of the 
hole left open, and becoming entangled in the 
meshes of the net that has been placed across 
the middle of the room, they are speedily 
killed by the boy and dogs. 
The ferrets are 
then taken out and fed, while the old holes 
are covered securely with tin. 
Reedy claims 
that although there may be dozens of rat- 
holes in a house, there is always one hole Hie 
rats use in going out 
r water, and this hole 
is alw ays the one before which the net is 
placed, lie also states that there are never as 
many rats in a house as people suppose, and 
that it is very seldom lie finds more than 
twenty-five in one dwelling. 
After making 
1Ú3 first visit and killing all the rats,lie returns 
once every month and examines the premises, 
in case others may have settled during his ab­ 
sence. 
He states that no rat can hide from a 
ferret, and that at the approach of that ani­ 
mal they will immediately hunt other quarters. 
Several weeks ago he visited a house on Mad­ 
ison avenue, and while at w n k the ferret 
started a large rat,which ran the whole length 
of the house, between the floors, and on com­ 
ing out oí an open hole it got fast, and could not 
escape, and that he watched Its fruitless ellorts 
to get through the hole in which it was caught, 
and finally, when the ferret came dashing 
along in its pursuit, and Hie rat realized the 
hopeless condition, Reedy asserts that several 
large tears started out of the rat’s eyes, and 
ran down over its checks 1 
This story is 
corroborated by the boy who accompanied 
him on his rat-catching expeditions, and vou­ 
ches for the rat tears. 
Mr. Reedy states that 
lie finds abundance of work In his line, both 
in the city and in the country, where he does 
great service by ridding the farmers’ barns and 
grain sheds of vermin. 
lie also removes ruts 
from ships and other vessels, but he states 
that lu the latter case the rats w ill take refuge 
in the bilgewater in the hold, and the ferrets 
having an aversion to water, cannot be made 
to follow them, and in consequence of this 
fact, it is rather up-hill work. 
He is, howev­ 
er, at work on a new patent trap, which lie 
thinks will be superior to anything of the 
kind heretofore invented, and, when this is 
completed, he hopes to be able to cleanse a 
ship of its vermin in a night, and with this 
trap, and his strong reinforcenmit of ferrets 
and dogs, his power over rats will lie fully as 
great as the fabled “ Pled Piper of Hamlin.

Rumor is at all times unreliable authorityt 
but there ure ugly reports afloat that the high 
office of Chief Justice of the United States may 
be filled with a political appointee. We hope 
mo3t profoundly there is not the least founda­ 
tion for this. No more deep and excoriating 
disgrace coull come upon the nation than 
snch an appointment, if even by accident it 
should turn out well. The ermine of the su­ 
preme office should be altogether unsullied. 
The country has been fortunate in its succes­ 
sive chief justices and it is to be hoped that 
the same happy grace will preside over the 
choice by and by to be made. 
A California journal says in immense dis­ 
play lines that the Graphic balloon has “burn­ 
ed.” One of its neighbors “wants to know 
where it obtained that word.” 
Perhaps 
it, Is not our business to reply, but maybe 
the objectionable word was born in the 
office where it was printed. Why not? Web­ 
ster liad no monopoly of word-manufacture, 
and his dictionary is nothing more thau a 
record of the words the people make. It is 
partly a sepulchre of obsolete and partly a 
storehouse of five words. As to the word 
“bursted,” whatever may be its average pro­ 
priety, its applicability to the defunct balloon 
is beyond all question. 
it seems to us that llowes & Macy look the 
most sensible course of any house aftocted or 
troubled by the panic. No bank can staucl a 
simultaneous rush of its dealers, and especial­ 
ly not a firm that pays interest on deposits. .It 
must loan closely in order to be able to pay 
interest, and to ask it to pay all indebtedness 
at once is to compel it to sacrifice securities, 
thereby lessening if not destroying the chances 
that its customers will secure their money be­ 
yond the limited number who crowd into the 
door before it closes. Howes & Macy will un­ 
doubtedly resume, for there is no panic loss or 
securities to whittle down their depositors’ 
balances. 
Mr. McCulloch is reported to have said that 
a “ panic is always foolish.” That may be, 
and the looth-ache and the stomach-ache may 
bo foolish in the same way ; but people will 
suffer from these ailments nevertheless. We 
are glad to note the gradual subsidence of our 
late ioolishness. The Treasury has thrown 
twelve millions in greenbacks into circulation, 
which has greatly helped to assuage the clam­ 
or for ready money. We hope, again, that 
the people in general will do two things in re­ 
lation to this matter. 
First, stop talking 
about the panic, for talk is the very web and 
woof of the needless fuss. Second, remember 
t lat business, which after all is the hack-bone 
of our stability, is not in danger. A few days 
more will suffice to bury the dead and set the 
living on their legs again. 
It may abate the anxious fears of some to 
know that the interior of the earth is now be­ 
lieved not to be a sea of liquid fire. Prof. 
Dana, the geologist, although he once thought 
differently, now says that our globe is solid to 
it,s center. Not only moral delinquents but 
real estate holders must be comforted to re­ 
tied that we are not separated from an engulf­ 
ing and consuming lake of molten rock by 
merely a few miles of crust. Let the projec­ 
tors of our new City Hall go 011 courageously 
with tlie work. They will crcct a heavy pile 
of stone on the bosom of our common mother, 
yet she will neither protest against it tior cave 
in under if. Our trusty old planet is not con­ 
structed after the manner of a treacherous 
boarding-house apple-pie, which lias too often 
nothing more than a thin crust drawn over an 
aching void. The terrene arcli that can sus­ 
tain the Wall street banks and the capítol at 
Washington will stand up firmly under many 
another load of sin, plus the results of the 
Utica Convention. The only risk we run In 
making this announcement is that of encour­ 
aging the immense class of evil-doers who are 
kept within the limits of decency only through 
fear of a final roast. Let them not rejoice. 
The science of geology does not comprehend 
the entire area of possible toiment. 


tluncy in H at-lloleni. 
Money, whether in the form of specie or 
paper, is intended to be a circulating medium 
and nothing else. To hoard it is an offence 
against its very nature. It should be perpetu­ 
ally passing from hand to hand. Yet we all 
know those conservative old women who salt 
down their money in stockings, in abandoned 
rat-holes and all sorts of out-of-the-way places. 
These careful souls are deluded with the i tea 
that such a fashion of providing for the inevit­ 
able “ rainy day” is the only safe one. They 
don’t understand banks and investments, 
neither do they believe in them. So they keep 
a private woolen or leather place of deposit 
and put away their slow-coming dollars, often 
counting them over in secret and alone. We 
can't altogether blame these women, for they 
don’t know any better, yet the principie is bad 
continually. Ten dollars here, fifty there and 
live hundred yonder, all over a continent, 
makes a big aggregate. It is just so much 
withdrawn from the business life-blood of the 
country. Since the establishment of savings- 
banks this evil is perhaps much less than it 
was, but it is not yet absurd to protest against 
it. To all such folks we say, invest your dol­ 
lars; keep them moving about. Thus they 
confer a benefit on thousands, all the while 
working for you. Draw the treasures out of 
rat-holes, stockings, napkins and old wallets, 
and abolish the idea of every woman her own 
banker. 
The R epublican C onvention. 
The Republican convention was run in the 
usual style. There was the accustomed exag­ 
geration about the speeches in which the can­ 
didates were trotted out, and the usual amount 
of thin gas in Chairman Woodford’s harangue. 
The candidates are not specially good or bad: 
but the resolutions, with the exception of the 
transportation one, are flat, the “ back-pay” 
one being mildly amusing. 
It is perfectly 
proper, of course, for it to demand that it 
should be restored to the Treasury, bat wasn’t 
it putting Conkling in a somewhat embarrass­ 
ing position to ask him to bring the subject 
before Congress ? But probably the framers of 
the resolution have more knowledge on the 
subject than we a perhaps it is on the slate 
‘that Cqnkling ia^o^e Chief Justice, and an­ 
other ruati; to w II omino back-pay lias stuck, 
will be in the Sehate Chamber to present the 
required bill. In no other way can the reso­ 
lution escape being utterly impudent, unless 
accompanied by a demand for Cotikling’s 
resignation. Regarding the matter ot trans­ 
portation the resolutions speak with some 
sense. Our canals must be brought to their 
utmost limjtof capability, and the lolls be put 
at the lowest rate in order that the supremacy 
of the metropolis may be continued. 
When the last resolution was read, in which 
the convention pointed with pride to its ad­ 
ministration, there should have some sense of 
the situation have entered the heads of the 
delegates. 
From Credit Mobilier down to 
back-pay the record has not been sucli as to 
arouse an honest and genuine pride, while the 
panic now lacerating financial circles should 
have reminded the convention of the immense 
diflerence between the aspect of a flairs now 
and what the people were led to expect they 
would be. A very large vote was secured 
against Mr. Greeley by'aronsing the fears of 
business men that his financial policy would 
be disastrous, and that President Grant’s re- 
election was positively necessary to prevent 
calamity. And yet from November to Sep­ 
tember the financial market has been in a de­ 
pressed and straightened condition, aud there 
has been unintermitted complaint of the dull­ 
ness of business brought on by the unsatisfac­ 
tory state of I he money market, and at last we 


have a panic, In which the chief wrecks are 
houses which specially enjoy the favor and 
patronage of the administration. 
A convent ion meeting in the slate that con­ 
tains the financial centro of the country should 
have had a positive and an intelligent word 
upon the subject. 
Certainly it should bare 
performed a duty long delayed of calling at­ 
tention to the two features of the New York 
state banking system which were lost when it 
wa? borrowed by the national government, 
and demand that they be restored. 
The mo­ 
nopoly in banking must give place to a free 
banking law, by which every association that 
deposits the requisite security can issue bills, 
and then the other feature should be added, 
requiring redemption at financial centers. We 
would then have a flexible, adequate and self- 
adjusting circulation, and not one that re­ 
quires the displacement of a band of Apaches 
to make room for the banks allotted to Arizona 
or prohibit the growth of the Empire State to 
keep it level with the authorized banking cap­ 
ital. From tlie Republican State Convention 
it was reasonable to expect that it. would spare 
a moment from its contemplation of tlie past 
record, to give us a positive and emphatic 
word 011 finance.

CONFERENCE WITH THE ATTORNEY GENERAL. 
A Washington dispatch says Hie Attorney 
General had a conference with Secretary Rich­ 
ardson relative to tlie financial crisis. The 
opinion of tlie Attorney General was solicited 
as to the power of the Secretary to redeem the 
live per ceuts. due January 1st, 1874. With­ 
out giving an opinion the conference ended. 
The act of March, 1869, known as “ An Act 
To Strengthen Public Credit," says: “ But 
none of said interest-bearing obligations not 
already due shall be redeemed or paid before 
maturity, unless at such time United Stales 
notes shall be convertible into coin at the op­ 
tion of holders and unless at such time bunds 
bearing a lower rale of interest than the 
bonds to lie redeemed can be sold at par in 
gold.” From this it would appear that tlie See - 
retail cannot now redeem the I muds due in 
1874. 
THE SITUATION AX WASHINGTON. 
Washington, Sept. 26.—The situation so 
far as the government is concerned is un­ 
changed since its close of business yesterday, 
when purchases of bonds were stopped. The 
arrival of tlie President to-niglit may possibly 
result in additional instructions, but this is at 
present merely conjectural. There wifi be a 
cabinet meeting to-morrow, the usual cabinet 
meeting day, and as it wifi have weighty 
financial matters for general consideration by 
the heads of government departments intense 
interest is felt in the result. No official here 
has any Idea that there wifi be called a session 
of Congress with a view to relieve financial 
difficulties.

It is estimate that 
$2,000,000 of gold have been shipped to New 
York from England since the panic began. 
The Governing Committee of the Stock Ex­ 
change this afternoon appointed a sub-coin* 
mitlee of seven to arrange a plan for clearing 
stocks. 
Tlie banks in the Clearing House Associa­ 
tion are pooling their greenbacks as agreed 
yesterday. One or two which stood excep­ 
tionally strong refused at first to put tlieir 
legal tenders in, but finally concluded to do so 
rather than lie expelled from tlie Association. 
Money is still unquotable. Greenbacks have 
baen exchanged to-day for certified checks all 
the way from one to three and a half premium. 
Toe Loan Committee of the Clearing House 
have issued up to to-night $17,000,000 in cer­ 
tificates. 
A proposition is advanced to open ti^e Stock 
Exchange for business, leaving the settlement 
of Friday’s and Saturday’s business and sales 
under the rule in abeyance.

I ndianapolis, Sept. 25.—Tlie private bank­ 
ing house of Woolen, Webb & Co. suspended, 
which occasioned a run on other banks, but 
all demands here were met and it is not 
thought there will be any further trouble. 
ACTION OF BALTIMORE BANKERS. 
Baltimore, Sept. 25.—The officers of the 
associated banks of Baltimore met this after­ 
noon and resolved, in view of the present fi­ 
nancia' situation, not to pay out money or 
checks except what mav be required for legit­ 
imate business purposes, the banks to certify 
all good checks, which can be used in busi­ 
ness transactions. It is confidently believed 
here that the banks in the city were never In a 
sounder condition than at present and their 
action this afternoon Is recognized a3 a pru­ 
dent precaution against any panic. The mer­ 
cantile and commercial interests of the city, 
while experiencing to some degree tlie general 
pressure and tightness of money, are regarded 
as being on a safe and sound basis. Trade is 
very limited. The feeling to-day, sympathiz­ 
ing with favorable dispatches from New York, 
is much better than for several days previous 
and it is confidently expected that business 
wifi soon revive. 
ADDRESS RROM NEW ORLEANS BANKS. 
N ew Orleans,Sept 25.—1The banks oftheuity 


issued an address stating that the reason for 
partial suspension was the action of northern 
banks in the same direction and the fact of 
foreign exchange being unsalable In New 
York. 
The address concludes us follows: “ We 
have therefore taken tills step as a moans of 
self-protection and for the benefit of agricultu­ 
ral a? well as commercial interests and as the 
on'y means through which the incoming crops 
can be moved without rninotis sacrifice in 
prices. The duration of this protective policy 
is limited to a period of thirty days, during 
which time we are confident that dally receipts 
of cotton and sugar will afford us prompt and 
ready relief and compel currency to seek this 
market.” 
ACTION OF THE NASHVILLE BANKS. 
N ashville, Sept. 25.—The national banks 
of this city, four in number, in view of the 
present state of financial atiairs, have agreed 
to suspend currency payments on ail balances 
exceeding $200. Tiie Board of Trade at a 
large meeting to-day unanimously approved 
the course of the banks and adopted a resolu­ 
tion that merchants ami business men would 
continue to deposit with and aid the banks by 
every means in their power. General good 
feeling prevails among business men and Hiere 
are no symptons of a panic. 
SUSPENSION AT SELMA, ALA. 
Selma. Ala., Sept. 25.—Tlie Selma Savings 
Bank suspended to-day. The assets arc be­ 
lieved to lie ample to pay all its debts and lia­ 
bilities and to save the capital stock nearly 
entire. 
AFFAIRS AT CHARLESTON. 
Charleston, F. C., Sept. 25.-The money 
stringency is increasing. Tuere has been no 
run upon tlie banks. The Charleston branch 
of the National Freedmen’s Savings Bank is 
exacting sixty days’ notice from depositors, 
lint all tlie local banks arc paying as usual. 
AT PITTSBURGH. 
P ittsburgh, Sept. 25.—It Í3 learned from 
authentic sources that $350,000 in greenbacks 
arrived here to-day from New York ami Wash­ 
ington and otiier large sums are on the way 
which are expected to arrive to-morrow and 
there is hope that tlie greenback stringency 
wifi lie over by Saturday morning,if not sooner. 
The entire outlook is brighter and there is rea­ 
son for saying that the temporary derangement 
of our financial houses wifi tie of very brief 
duration. The run on the savings banks has 
stopped. Tlie Security Trust Co. are making 
arrangements to resume. Tlie Lawrence Sav­ 
ings Bank, which suspended yesterday, will 
resume in a few days. 
CINCINNATI IMITATING NEW YORK. 
Cincinnati, Sept. 25.—The all-absorbing 
question lias been tlie action of the members 
of the Cincinnati Clearing House Association, 
tiiis morning, substantially following the ac­ 
tion of the New York bank? with reference to 
payment of depositors. 
Comparatively few 
persons suspected t he event was to transpire 
so soon, if at all. There was no run on banks 
that was visible to the public eye so us to ex­ 
cite general apprehension, but depletion was 
nevertheless going on. Cinciur.aU was hon­ 
oring all demands. All balances were prompt­ 
ly transmitted, but while this was proceeding 
balances in tier favor from elsewhere were not 
forthcoming. Besides this occasional heavy de­ 
positors, appreli ensive of prospective troubles, 
were quietly drawing out their deposits and pla­ 
cing them in safe deposit companies or where 
they would tie more available in tlie event of 
ultimate disaster. Under such circumstances 
the bank felt that without some change in the 
general situation it was only a question of time 
as to taking steps looking to self-protection 
and do the protection of the city. Business 
on 'Change to-day, though the attendance was 
large, was substantially suspended. Neither 
buyers nor sellers cared to mcfre unless they 
had a clearer view of tlie situation. But there 
was notliing like a panicky feeling. Tlie opin­ 
ion prevailed that it was best to wait a few 
days before doing much ia general business. 
The majority of business men approve tlie ac­ 
tion of the banks and at tlie close there was 
an improved feeling in almost all circles. 
CHICAGO PROTECTING ITSELF. 
Chicago, Sept. 25.—The Clearing House 
Association simply followed tlie example of 
tlie New York banks in deciding to suspend 
payment of large sum? of currency, while still 
paying ordinary business checks presented at 
their counter. Tliis course lias been generally 
pursued to-day and without producing any 
feelingjof excitement or insecurity, and some 
banks have paid all checks presented without 
regard to amount. There is no excitement 
and tlie general feeling is still one of confidence 
that tlie present difficulties will soon disappear.
